Materials: Twelve ounces of Pennine 
Airvel DoubleKnitting for the 34-inch 
or 36-inch bust sizes; thirteen ounces 
for the 38-inch bust size; fourteen 
ounces for the 40-inch bust size * For 
any one size; a pair each of No . 6, 
No* 7 and No * 8 knitting needles; 7 
buttons; a press fastener if desired . 

Tension: Work at a tension of 5 
stitches in width and 9 rows in depth 
to 1 inch, using No . 6 needles > to obtain 
the measurements given on page 3 . 

Abbreviations—to be read before 
working: K>, knit plain; p^purl; su, 
stitch; dec,> decrease (by working 2 
its. together); inc, y increase (by work¬ 
ing into the back and front of the 
same stk. 1 down thus: insert point 
of right-hand needle through loop 
below next st, on left-hand needle and 
k* through this loopy dropping st, off 
left-hand needle; single rib is k, 1 a : nd 
p * 1 alternately , 

Note *—The instructions are given for 
the 34-inch bust size, Where they 
vary, for the 38-inch size work the 
figures within the first brackets; for the 
38-inch size work the figures within 
the second brackets or for the 40-inch 
size work the figures within the third 
brackets . 

The back 

With No* 8 needles cast on 92 (96) 
(102) (106) sts. and work 14 rows 
in single rib. 

Change to No, 6 needles and work 
in pattern as follows: 

1st row: All k. 


Cj Flmway Publications> 1963 , 
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2nd rota: * K. 1, p. 1 j repeat from 
* to end. 

3rd row: K. 2, * k. 1 down, p. 1; 
repeat from * to end, 

4th row: All p. 

Repeat these 4 rows 25 times, 
when the side seam should measure 
13* inches. 

To shape the armholes; Con¬ 
tinuing in pattern, cast off 4 sts. at 
the beginning of each of the next 2 
rows, then dec. 1 st. at each end of 
the following 7 (8) (9) (10) rows. 

On 70 (72) (76) (78) sts. pattern 
57 (58) (61) (62) rows. 

To slope the shoulders: Cast off 
7 sts. at the beginning of each of 
the next 4 rows, then 6 (7) (8) (8) sts. 
at beginning of following 2 rows. 

Cast off 30 (30) (32) (34) sts. for 
back of neck. 

The pocket back 

With No. 6 needles cast on 24 sts. 
and work the 4 pattern rows 7 times. 
Leave the sts. on a spare needle. 

The left front 

With No. 8 needles cast on 44 (46) 
(48) (52) sts. and work 14 rows in 
single rib. 

Change to No. 6 needles and work 
the 4 pattern rows 26 times, or to 
match the back. 

To shape the armhole; Cast off 
4 sts. at the beginning of the next 
row; work 1 row back to armhole 
edge, then dec. 1 st. at armhole 
edge of following 7 (8) (9) (12) rows. 

On 33 (34) (35) (36) sts. pattern 
32 (33) (34) (33) rows, finishing at 
neck edge. 

To shape neck edge: Cast off 2 
sts. at beginning of next row, then 
dec. 1 st. at neck edge of following 
11 (11) (11) (12) alternate rows. 

On 20 (21) (22) (22) sts. pattern 
2 (2) (4) (2) rows, finishing at arm¬ 
hole edge. 

To slope the shoulder: Cast off 
7 sts. at the beginning of the next 


row and following alternate row; 
pattern 1 row on 6 (7) (8) (8) sts. 
then cast off. 

The right front 

Work as for the left front until 
the 4 pattern rows have been worked 
7 times. 

Pocket row: Pattern 12 sts., slip 
the next 24 sts. on to a spare needle 
and leave at front of work until 
required for pocket top, and in place 
of these sts. pattern across the 24 
pocket back sts., then pattern to end 
of row. 

Work 76 rows in pattern, finishing 
at armhole edge. 

To shape the armhole: Cast off 
4 sts. at the beginning of the next 
row, then dec. 1 st. at armhole edge 
of following 7 (8) (9) (12) rows. 

On 33 (34) (35) (36) sts. pattern 
33 (34) (35) (34) rows, finishing at 
neck edge. 

Shape the neck and slope the 
shoulder as given on left front. 

The left front band 

First join the shoulder seams, 
beginning at arm edge and taking 1 
st. from each side at a time. 

With No. 8 needles cast on 15 sts. 

1st row: K. 2, * p. 1, k. 1; repeat 
from * 5 times, k. 1. 

2nd row: K. 1, * p, 1, k. 1; repeat 
from * to end. 

Repeat these 2 rows 85 (86) (87) 
(88) times. Do not cast off. Sew 
band to left front edge. 

The right front band 

With No. 8 needles cast on 15 sts. 
and work the 2 rows of ribbing of 
left front band twice (3 times) (3 
times) (4 times). 

1st buttonhole row: Rib 6, cast off 
4, rib to end. 

2nd buttonhole row: Rib until 6 
remain, turn, cast on 4, rum, rib 6. 

Rib. 24 rows. 

Repeat the last 26 rows 5 times

and the 2 buttonhole rows again. 

Rib 11 (11) (13) (13) rows. Do 
not cast off. 

The collar 

On to the needle holding the right 
front band sts. pick up and k. 34 (34) 
(36) (36) sts, from neck edge of right 
front, 37 (37) (39) (41) sts. from 
back neck edge, 34 (34) (36) (36) sts. 
from neck edge of left front and 
finally rib across the 15 sts. of left 
front band. 135 (135) (141) (143) 
sts. 

Beginning with 2nd rib row of 
front bands, rib 27 rows. 

Change to No. 7 needles and rib 
8 rows. 

Cast off in rib with a No. 6 needle. 

The pocket top 

Beginning with right side of work 
facing, using No. 7 needles, work 
10 rows of k. 1 and p. 1 alternately. 
Cast off in rib. 

The sleeves (two alike) 

With No. 8 needles cast on 42 (44) 
(46) (46) sts. and work 20 rows in 
single rib. 

Change to No. 6 needles and work 
the 4 pattern rows once, then con¬ 
tinuing in pattern, inc. 1 st. at each 
end of the next row and each 
following 6th row until the 18th 
(18th) (18th) (20th) inc. row has been 
worked. 

On 78 (80) (82) (86) sts. work 17 
(17) (17) (5) rows, when the sleeve 
seam should measure 18* inches, 
longer or shorter sleeves may be 
worked as required. 

To shape the sleeve top: Cast 
off 4 sts. at the beginning of each 
of the next 2 rows. Dec. 1st at each 
end of the next 7 (8) (9) (10) rows. 

Dec. 1 st. at each end of the next 
16 (15) (13) (14) right-side rows. 

Pattern 1 row straight. 

Pattern 5 (9) (17) (17) rows more, 
decreasing 1 st. at each end of the 
1st row and each following 4th row. 

Pattern 1 row on 20 sts. then cast 

off. 

To make up the jacket 

Do not press. Set sleeves into 
armholes, then join sleeve and side 
seam in one line. Sew on right front 
band. Sew pocket back into position 
on wrong side and sew down row 
ends of pocket top to right side. 
Press seams only, with edge of iron. 
Neaten buttonholes. Sew on buttons. 
Sew a press fastener to lower edge 
of front bands, if desired.

Materials: Eighteen half-ounce halls 
of Patons Fuzzy-Wuzzyfor the 33-34 
inch bust size; nineteen half-ounce 
balls for the 35-36 inch bust size; 
twenty-one half-ounce balls for the 
37-39 inch bust size. For any one size: 
a pair of No. JO knitting needles. 

Tension: Work at a tension of 17 
stitches to 2 inches in width over the 
pattern, using No, 10 needles, to obtain 
the measurements given below. 

Abbreviations—to be read before 
working:^,, knit plain; p., purl; st., 
stitch; tog., together; dec., decrease 
(by working 2 sis. tog.); inc., increase 
(by working into the back and front of 
the same stitch). 

Note, —The instructions are given for 
the 33-34 inch bust size. Where they 
vary, for the 35-36 inch bust size work 
the figures within the first brackets; 
for the 37-39 inch bust size work the 
figures within the second brackets. 

The back 

Begin at the lower edge by casting 
on 146 (158) (170) sts, with No, 10 
needles and work in pattern as 
follows: 

1st row (right side): P, 2, * k, 4, 
p. 2; repeat from * to end. 

2nd row: K. 2, * p. 4, k. 2; repeat 
from * to end. 

3rd to 6th rows: Repeat the 1st and 
2nd rows 3 times, 

9th row: K. 3, * p. 2, k. 4; repeat 
from * until 5 remain, p. 2, k. 3. 

10th row: P. 3, * k. 2, p. 4; repeat 
from * until 5 remain, k. 2, p. 3. 

11th to 16th rows: Repeat the 9th 
and 10th rows 3 times. 

These 16 rows form the pattern; 
repeat them 7 times. 

To shape the armholes: Con¬ 
tinue in pattern and cast off 6 sts. at 
the beginning of the next 2 rows, then 
dec. 1 st. at each end of the following 
11 (13) (15) rows. 

On 112 (120) (128) sts. pattern 54 
(52) (54) rows. 

Now divide the sts. as follows: 
Next row: Pattern 44 (46) (49) and 
leave these sts. on a spare needle 
until required for left back shoulder, 
cast off 24 (28) (30), pattern to end 
and work on these 44 (46) (49) sts. 

The right back shoulder —To 
slope shoulder and shape neck: 
1st row: Cast off 7, pattern to end. 

2nd row: Cast off 3, pattern to end. 

Repeat these 2 rows 3 times. 

Cast off the remaining 4 (6) (9) sts. 

Rejoin angora to right side of 
remaining 44 (46) (49) sts.

The left back shoulder—To 
shape neck and slope shoulder: 

1st row: Cast off 3, pattern to end. 
2nd row: Cast off 7, pattern to end. 
Repeat these 2 rows 3 times. 
Pattern 1 row, then cast off the 
remaining 4 (6) (9) sts. 

The left front 

Begin at the lower edge by casting 
on 68 (74) (80) sts. with No. 10 
needles and work the 16 rows of 
pattern, as given on back, 8 times. 

To shape the armhole: Con¬ 
tinue in pattern and cast off 6 sts. 
at the beginning of the next row. 
Pattern 1 row straight, then dec. 1 st. 
at the armhole edge on the next 11 
(13) (15) rows. 

* On 51 (55) (59) sts. pattern 17 

(15) (17) rows. 

To shape the neck: Dec. 1 st, at 
the neck edge on the next 19 (21) 
(22) rows. 

On 32 (34) (37) sts. pattern 19(17) 

(16) rows—pattern 20 (18) (17) rows 
here on right front. 

To slope the shoulder: Cast off 
7 sts. at the beginning of the next 
row and following 3 alternate rows. 

Pattern 1 row, then cast off the 
remaining 4 (6) (9) sts. 

The right front 

Using No. 10 needles cast on 68 
(74) (80) sts. and work the 16 rows 
of pattern, as given on back, 8 times 
and the 1st row of the next pattern. 


To shape the armhole: Con¬ 
tinue in pattern and cast off 6 sts. at 
the beginning of the next row, then 
dec. 1 st. at the armhole edge on the 
following 11 (13) (15) rows. 

Now work from * on left front 
to end, noting the variation in rows 
before sloping shoulder. 

The sleeves (two alike) 

Begin at the arm edge by casting 
on 98 (98) (104) sts. with No. 10 
needles, then work 12 rows in 
pattern. 

Continue in pattern and inc. 1 st. 
at each end of the next row and 
every following 12th row until the 
6th (8th) (8th) inc. row has been 
completed, working the extra sts. 
into the pattern as they occur. 

On 110 (114) (120) sts. pattern 47 
(23) (23) rows—more or less rows 
may be worked here for sleeve seam 
length required, allowing 1£ inches 
for border. 

To shape the sleeve top: Con¬ 
tinue in pattern and cast off 6 sts. 
at the beginning of the next 2 rows, 
then dec. 1 st. at each end of the 
following 36 (38) (40) rows. 

Cast off the remaining 26 (26) 
(28) sts. 

To make up the jacket 

Do not press. Join shoulder 
seams; set sleeves into armholes, 
then join side and sleeve seams in 
one line.

The sleeve borders (two alike) 

Using No. 10 needles cast on 26 
sts. and work as follows: 

1st rou>: K. 2 tog., k. until 1 st. 
remains, inc. 

2nd row: P. 

Repeat these 2 rows until the 
border, when slightly stretched to 
give a firm edge, is long enough to 
be sewn all round one sleeve edge. 

Cast off and join tog. the cast-on 


and cast-off edges ; alternatively, if 
preferred, unpick the cast-on edge 
and graft the two sets of sts. tog. 

With right side of border to right 
side of jacket, neatly sew row ends 
at one side of border to cast-on edge 
of sleeve. Fold border in half and 
neatly sew free row ends into 
position on wrong side. 

The double border 

Using No. 10 needles cast on 26 


sts. then work the 2 rows, as given 
on sleeve border, until the border, 
when slightly stretched to give a 
firm edge, is long enough to be sewn 
all round jacket. 

Beginning at left side seam and 
casting off or grafting the sts., when 
the correct length is assured, sew 
border into position as given for 
sleeve borders. 

Lightly press all seams and 
borders with edge of iron only. 
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so clever—so carefree

Materials: Eleven ounces of Lister 
Mohair and Wool and ten ounces of 
Lister Lochinvar Double Knitting for 
the 34-inch bust size; twelve ounces 
of Mohair and Wool and ten ounces 
of Lochinvar Double Knitting for the 
36-inch bust size; thirteen ounces of 
Mohair and Wool and eleven ounces 
of Lochinvar Double Knitting for the 
38-inch bust size. For any one size: 
a pair each of No. 3 and No. 1 
knitting needles. 

Tension: Work at a tension of 11 
stitches to 4 inches in width over the 
stocking stitch, using No. 1 needles, 
to obtain the measurements given below. 

Abbreviations—to be read before 
working:^., knit plain; p., purl; st., 
stitch; tog., together; inc., increase (by 
working into the back and front of the 
same st.); s.s., stocking st. (k. on the 
right side andp. back); si., slip; p.s.s.o., 
pass the slipped st. over; single rib is 
k. 1 and p. 1 alternately. 

Note. —The instructions are given for 
the 34-inch bust size. Where they 
vary , for the 36-inch size work the 
figures within the first brackets; for 
the 38-inch size work the figures 
within the second brackets. 

Note. —Throughout the jersey me the 
Lochinvar and Mohair and Wool 
together. 

The back 

Begin at the lower edge by casting 
on 48 (52) (56) sts. with No. 3 
needles. 

Working into the back of the sts. 
on the first row to give a neat edge, 
work 10 rows in single rib. 

Change to No. 1 needles and 
beginning with a k. row, s.s. 50 
rows, when the side seam should 
measure 14 \ inches. 

To shape the fully-fashioned 
raglan armholes. 1st row: K. 2, 
si, 1, k. 1, p.s.s.o., k. until 4 remain, 
k. 2 tog., k. 2. 

2nd row: All p. 


Repeat the 1st and 2nd rows 15 
(16) (17) times. 

Cast off loosely the remaining 16 
(18) (20) sts. 

The front 

Work as given for back until the 
armholes are reached. 

To shape the fully-fashioned 
raglan armholes: Repeat the 2 
rows of armhole shaping as given on 
back, 12 (13) (14) times and the 1st 
row again. 22 (24) (26) sts. 

Now divide the sts. for neck as 
follows: Next row: P. 8, cast off 
loosely the next 6 (8) (10) sts., p. to 
end and work on these last 8 sts. for 
1st point. 

1st point — 1st row: K. 2, si. 1, k. 1, 
p.s.s.o., k. 2, k. 2 tog. 

2nd row: All p. 

3rd row: K. 2, si. 1, k. 1, p.s.s.o., 
k. 2 tog. 

4th row: All p. 

5th row: K. 2, si. 1, k. 1, p.s.s.o. 

P. 3 sts., then cast off. 

2nd point: Rejoin wools to neck 
edge of remaining 8 sts. 

1st row: K. 2 tog., k. 2, k. 2 tog., 
k. 2. 

2nd row: All p. 

3rd row: K. 2 tog., k. 2 tog., k. 2. 

4th row: All p. 

5th row: K. 2 tog., k. 2. 

P. 3, then cast off. 

The sleeves (two alike) 

Begin at the wrist edge by casting 
on 28 (30) (30) sts. with No. 3 
needles and work 12 rows in single 
rib. - 

Change to No. 1 needles and s.s. 
6 rows. 

Continue in s.s. and inc. 1 st. at 
each end of the next row and follow¬ 
ing 10th (8th) (8th) row, then inc. 
1 st. at each end of each following 
10th (10th) (8th) row for a further 
4 (4) (5) inc. rows. 

S.s. 5 (7) (7) rows on 40 (42) (44) 
sts.—or for sleeve seam length 
required.

To shape the fully-fashioned 
raglan sleeve top: Work as given 
for armhole shaping on back, when 
8 sts. will remain on all sizes. 

Cast off loosely. 


The collar 

With No. 1 needles cast on 40 sts. 
and work 1 row in single rib. 

Now work as follows: 1st row 
(right side): SI. 1, k. 1, p.s.s.o., k. 1, 

* p. 1, k. 1; repeat from * until 1 st. 
remains, inc. in last st. 

2nd row: * P. 1, k. 1; repeat from 

* to end. 

3rd row: K. 2 tog., p. 1, * k. 1, 
p. 1 j repeat from * until 1 st. 
remains, inc. in last st. 

4th row: * K. 1, p. 1; repeat from 

* to end. 

Repeat these 4 rows 21 times or 
until the collar measures 25* inches. 
Cast off in rib. 

Join tog. on the wrong side the 
cast-on and cast-off edges. 

To make up the jersey 

Do not press. Set in the raglan 
sleeves so that the sts. cast off at top 
form part of the neck edge, then join 
sleeve and side seams in one line. 
Now with right side of collar to 
wrong side of jersey and with seam 
on collar to right back raglan sleeve 
seam, sew the increased edge of 
collar to neck edge. Press all seams 
with edge of iron over a damp cloth.

A knit-in-no-time raglan for 
a man's leisure hours 

Materials: Eighteen two-ounce balls 
of Emu Magnum for the 38-inch chest 
size; nineteen two-ounce balls for the 
40-inch size or twenty-one two-ounce 
balls for the 42-inch size. For any one 
size: a pair each of No. 5 and No. 3 
knitting needles. 

Tension: Work at a tension of 6 
stitches to 11 inches in width, over the 


pattern, using No. 3 needles, to obtain 
the measurements given on facing page. 

Abbreviations—to be read before 
working; K., knit plain; p., purl; 
st., stitch; tog., together; inc., increase 
(fry working into the back and front 
of the same st.); k. or p. 2 tog. b., k. 
or p. 2 tog. through the back of the 
sts.; up 1, pick up the loop that lies 
between the needles, slip it on to left- 
hand needle and k. into the back of it; 
k. 1 down thus: insert the point of 
right-hand needle through loop below

the next st. on left-hand needle and k * 
through this loopy dropping st, off 
left-hand needle; single rib is k. 1 and 
p , 1 alternately.

To shape the fully^fashioned 
raglan armholes: 1st and 2nd 
rows: Cast off 2 sts. at the beginning 
of each row. 

3rd row: K, 2* k. 1 down* p. 2 tog.* 
work in pattern until 5 remain* p. 2 
tog, b.* k. 1 down, k* 2. 

4th row: K. 2, p, 1* pattern until 3 
remain* p. I, k, 2. 

5th row: K. 2, k. 1 down, pattern 
until 3 remain, k. 1 down, k. 2. 

6th row: As 4th row. 

Repeat from the 3rd to 6th row 
5 (4) (3) times, then repeat the 3rd 
and 4th rows 13 (16) (18) times. 
On the 42-inch size* keeping the 
pattern in rib as on previous rows, 
repeat the 3rd and 4th rows again, 
27 sts. on all sizes. 

Leave these sts. on a spare needle 
until required for neck band. 

The sleeves (two alike) 

Begin at the wrist edge by casting 
on 35 (39) (43) sts. with No. 5 
needles and work 16 rows in rib as 
on back. 

Change to No. 3 needles and work 
from the 15th to 24th pattern row. 
Now beginning with the 1st pat¬ 
tern row, inc. 1 st, at each end of the

To shape the fully-fashioned 
raglan sleeve top: Work as given 
for armhole shaping on back when 
17 sts. will remain on all sizes.

First set in one—right sleeve—so 
that the sts. left on spare needle form 
part of the neck edge, now join left 
sleeve to front only.

(by working into the back and front of 
the same st.); m, 1 * make 1 (by bringing 
the wool to the front of the needle so 
that it passes over it before knitting the 
next st.); single rib is k. 1 and p. 1 
alternately; garter st. is 6, plain on 
every row. Directions in brackets are 
worked the number of times stated 
after the last bracket. 

To work the back 

Begin at the lower edge by casting 
on 143 sts, with No, 8 needles and 
working into the back of the sts, on 
the 1st row to give a neat edge, work 
6 rows in garter st.

3 remain, p. 2 tog,; p, 1. 

Repeat 3rd and 4th rows 4 times. 


13th row: As 3rd row, 

14th row: All p. 

Repeat 13th and 14th rows 21 
(22) (23) times. 

Leave remaining 16 (18) (20) sts. 
on a spare needle until required for 
the collar. 

The collar 

First set in the raglan sleeves so 
that the sts, left on spare needles at 
top of sleeves form part of the neck 
edge. 

With wrong side of work facing 
and using 4 No, 10 needles with 


All round at underarms 
Side seam 
Length 
Sleeve seam 


The tabs (two alike) 

Using blue wool with No. 10 
needles cast on 8 sts. and work 50 
rows in single rib. Cast off. 

To make up the jersey 

Press all parts, except the ribbing, 
lightly on the wrong side with a hot 
iron over a damp doth and with a 
thick blanket underneath. join 
sleeve and side seams in one line. 
Sew tabs into position over the seams 
where the front ribbing joins the 
collar. Fold collar into position and 
catch down row ends of front ribbing.
